It Is one of the serious tragedies 
of youth that yountf people are 
called upon to formulate programs 
and make decisions without suffi- 
cient experience to anticipate with 
am decree of accuracy the conse- 
quences of their judgments There 
is nothing new in this statement; 
it has always been true. But Its 
meaning becomes more significant 
m tin 'oids for i In time of the 
rOU!]| people multiply, and as the 
tlelds of legitimate activity become 
more numerous Without any pur- 
pose in this article to discuss life 
problems or even suggest a dally 
program, we are bold enough to 
urge that young people reserve for 
their own special self-improvement 
at least thirty of the fourteen hun- 
dred and forty minutes in the day. 

Modest request, did you say.' 
Granted. With equal frankness you 
will also grant that your daily 
schedule does not contain such a 
provision, and that your efforts at 
self-improvement are haphazard if 
not unconscious. To use thirty min- 
utes a day economically and profit- 
ably requires concentration on a 
subject of definite and growing in- 
terest. In the hope that we may 
impress the value of even a brief 
period of time and make a con- 
tribution to the development of 
youth, this article proposes self- 
culture in the appreciation of good 
literature as an exercise which will 
yield cumulative dividends upon a 
minimum investment.

ably sure of time o finish it. Great 
readers have ever been those who

like the woman who spent an eve- 
ning listening to a Josef Hofmann 
concert and remarked. I ain't cul- 
tured up in music If lies struck a 
time yet I ain't heard It" Culture 
can't be appropriated or bought ; it 
comes only by slow, steady process, 
and is a most valuable asset. 

In the glorious enthusiasm of the 
college campus it is easy to overlook 
the fact that Growth is quiet, unob- 
served st. :idy It is quite as natural 
to assume that there is no time for 
reading beyond the apparently ar- 
bitrary assignments oi thoroughly 

of the obviousness of these two 
statements the fact remains that 
between the effenescing hilarities 
of student activities and the labor- 
ious satisfaction ot imposed require- 
ments, the conscious young man 
must make reservation for purely 
self-directed culture. In this respect 
college life does not differ from life 
anywhere else, except that the 
amount of unoccupied time is great- 
er in college days than in the more 
exacting period of mature life. In 
other words, it is easier to find half 
an hour for strictly personal use 
while in college than it will be later, 
and the realization of that fact will 
fortify one against the inroads that 
subsequent professional, business, or 
social demands would make on ter- 
ritory which ought to be reserved. 
Sooner or later the individual must 
learn to control his time, even to 
dominate his circumstances; such a 
lesson should be neither ignored nor 
postponed. Desirable habits, direc- 
ted by intelligence, are valuable 
fruits of college life. 

The happiest people you know are 
those least dependent on their en- 
vironment. They have caught the 
secret of choosing friends and have 
learned how to appreciate the fel- 
lowship of a good book. They find 
joy in brief reading and lengthy 
meditation on the passages read. To 
such, reading is a ferment, stimu- 
lating the unrecorded thought in 
the mind of the reader and mak- 
ing him a congenial companion of 
the unseen but very real author,

Perhaps one of the severest hand- 
icaps to systema ti< . and therefore 
profitable, readinr la the multiplic- 
ity of books. Libmnes are common, 
volumes are neni books almost 
without number are available. This 
development, hoover, is but a 
manifestation of the nature of the 
times, and makes more complex the 
problem of selection Then. too. we 
are not forgetting that a book can- 
not be called one's own until one 
has read it. Some ot the strongest 
builders in the world's life attribute 
their success to the information, in- 
spiration, and mental discipline de- 
rived from the regularly reading of 
a few books. Vou need not delay 
your training until you have accu- 
mulated a library. One book is all 
you need to start. A book itself is 
the best guide to books. The mas- 
tery of one book will call for other 
books in elaboration of material 
suggested by the first one. A state 
of mental alertness is soon develop- 
ed which guides the building of a 
library, the volumes of which be- 
come the intimate possession of the 
owner. 

Habits of reading, of course, vary 
with different temperaments. Some 
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of these volumes dealt with the 
subject of his professional interest, 
a second treated a related subject, 
while the third had no connection 
whatever with the other two. It 
was his custom to read a chapter in 
one and pass to the other two for 
a chapter each before returning to 
the original. This practice, he said, 
compelled concentration, encourag- 
ed comparison, and stimulated 
thought. Such a course lends itself 
splendidly to one with only a lim- 
ited time for daily reading; it like- 
wise promises a large return in real 
self-culture. 

The cultured people who are wel- 
come in any refined circle and 
whose presence brings genial
